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Gold in Lower Canada. 

By the return of Mr. Doano, an e.vpe 
rienced gold finer who has woiked in Call' 
fornia and British Cokuiibia, from a pros 
pecting lour throu"h ihe gohl tiehl of Lower 
Canada in the vminity of ihe Chaudiere 
River and its triljularies, wu are plaoed in 
possession of a number of interesting lacls 
on this snbject. 

Mr. Doane, brother of the well-known 
photographist of this city, spent two weeks 
in examiiiin<; the localily named, and found 
told in the banks and beds of Ihe Rivers 
Chaudiere, Famine, Planto and Du Loup. 
The gold in the banks is a shallow deposil, 
and very fine; in the beds of the streams it 
is exceedingly coarse, no such gold being 
found in the lower part of Fraser Ilivet. li 
is all more or less rounded by water-wash- 
ing-, and much of it is flattened on one side. 
The specimens before us are such as would 
make quite an exeilement in Australian ur 
Californian di^'iiings. They are dull in 
color, and not whitened by (juioksilver as 
much of the gold found in the ("liauiliere is. 
As an evidence of the productiveness of the 
rivers, Mr. Doane saw one man wading in 
the river diiiging out gold from the crevices 
of tlie rocks with n trowel, anil he e.vliibited 
tu hirii four lioilars' worth of the metal oh- 
taiiieil by this rude proce.ss betore noon, one 
piece be'iny worth S2. If the crevices of 
the led^jes yield such an amount, the quan- 
tity contained in Ihe deep portions of the 
dtream must be enormous. There are a 
number of individuals liailierins i.'old in this 
nianuer, the only rejjular niiiiiiiL' beiiiij car- 
ried on ill the jiHic.liiHi of the Dii I.oup and 
Chaudiere rivers by the Napauee Company, 
to whose operations we have proviously re- 
ferred. This Upper Canadian Compai.y ol 
miners consists of twenty persons, twelve of 
whom aie now at work. 

They have erected a dam, and are making' 
a good thing of their enterprise, tlioii!.!h not 
conducted very scientifioally. This is the 
seoond year that they have been at work. 

Mr. Doane is Batisfied that the rivers 
r'iimod will pay to work; he thinks fmin liin 
(iwa obso-vationM, that tlioy are not as ricli 
as Iho best in Ciilifnrnia ; "hut that tln^y nrr 
rieli enou;;h to be worked if thoy were tliere, 
aud that they would ho worked. 

But thoy roquiro more than individual el'- 
fort to work tliein properly, as oxtonsive 
.'ams and flumes would bo necessary, but 
that the outlay would bo enormously produc- 
tive is aliiiiist beyDiid ii. ilnubt. 

It appears that Ur. Ii.ni;;las cif (^nihiM' 
• nnd the St. Lawrence Minin;; Cuinpany 
claim to have the exclusive ri(j;ht of ininin;; 
vfold on these rivers, by we believe liecnses 
'rom tlio Crown, and while they do nothing 
Jiomselves, tliey iircvent the operations of 
others by donmiidiii^ cxct'ssivc loyalties. 

In view of the iindouljti'd vahie of tliis 
gold region, aud the nuniense ndvantaf^iMls 
proper dovolopraont would bo to the I'ro- 
vlnoo, wo trust tho government will at onee 
take steps to revoke these lioonsos, and to 
,;riint iiiiiiing rights to actual minora, with a 
irnntune of not more than one hundred feet 
i .1 a i-hiiiii upon the rivers.

Hiiouiil lu re engross tho iiiu.'.t viiluiiMe por- 
tion of tho gold'tiold, nnd put u Mtop to eii- 
terpriso.

New Westminster Rivalry. 

The New "Westminster people have hitely 
l)cen thrown into a hi<!;h state of excitement 
by the arrival there of two vessels 'with four 
hundred and ten tonsof uiorchiindize.. Npth- 
ing less than a public dinner would satisfy 
Ihc nnignutes of the village. Congregated 
around the festive board, were a fair sprink- 
ling of the olemonts of its prosperity ; and 
among the guests no loss a pcrsonngc thnn 
the. founder of the "city" himself— Cul. 
Moody. Whilst the cxliilerating inlluence 
of the grape was niakinp; itself felt, the gal- 
lant founder descanted on the brilliant future 
of which they were now celebrating the 
dawning— pictnreil the noble Fraser stiKldod 
with the rich argosies of commerce,— charm- 
ed himself anew with the strategical position 
of the camp,— and fired off considerable bun- 
combo, to the great delight of all prcseiit. 
So sudden a fraternization of pipo-olay with 
fustian to pour broadsides into' Victoria, for 
being the " envious rival of New Westmin- 
ster," could not but be* received OS a happy 
escape from torpidity. Nevertheless the 
grand domonstratibn'iiiaking the welkin ring, 
and elevating the village magnates an inch 
higher in their shoes, has not yet made Vic- 
toria quake for its commercial pre-eminence, 
but in its effects will prove as harmless as a 
grand display of fire-crackers in honor of a 
Cliinose Josh. Even the visionary spirit of 
the Commissioner of Lands and Works, i)re- 
dicting the downfall of Victoria should she 
continue to look with the envious eye of a 
rival on Xew Westminster," we apprcliend 
to be nothing more than " the baseless fabric 
of a vision." Were it true, wo would cer- 
tainly advocate the institution of the office of 
State fortune-teller; and in that.Cftso repre- 
sentative institutions would got the go-by. 
But like all prosperous communities, we sup- 
pose Victoria has its bnvioiis rivals ; but w e 
know no pinr.n that has so little to feiir as it 
has from New Westminster. 

We certainly can have no reason but to 
be pleased at any success of our up-river 
village ; in fact we wish it every success. 
Yet wo SCO no groniiils in the arrivals of 
t.iesB vessels with froi:^ht at money-sinking 
rates, for New Westminster to imagine that 
it will ever bo anything else but.a second- 
ary place to Victoria. Its most aanguine 
advocates never imagined anything else. 
We certainly would not like to see its trade 
hampered; but wonld prefer' it should be 
allowed to have full awing. It has had a 
chance, however, for a year and a half to 
prove ila auperiority, and it is .scarcely one 
whit ahead of what it was when tlio Cus- 
toms were first established. New Wost- 
iniiister cannot show any draab^u'ks ili;it 
the " envious eye " of Victoria lias produoeil 
since then. If it ha-^ any vitality, then why 
has it not shown itself before ! It is simply 
this: The tjoogniphical posilimi of Victoria 
is sucli, that it is the d:slributini; point lor 
other places than liritish Columbia. Scarco- 
ly forty per cent, of our trade goos up Fraser 
Jliver. The balance— sixty, per cent.— 
cither finds' a matk'et ori the Itladd or in 
I'uget Sound. With such a bajaifoe of trade 
ajjainst our enterprising rival, wo are not 
likely to be outstripped In the race for com- 
mercial aupremaoy by a place that has only 
one market for its merchandise. But ves- 
sels can come here, discharge their cargoes, 
KO to I'uget Sound for a cargo of lumber, 
and il lavoKul willi lair winds, return to S.ai 
KriiuuiHCO belote they could go lo \Ve..,liniii- 
slur and back hern. The iiaviLMlioii ol llie 
Arro uiiilii|ie,lago is very ilillii'.ult loi s.iiboi^ 
VCKsels ; Tbere is no clis!.!iiisiiig that bicl. 
Say wliiil yon will— allo'v that a slii|)draw- 
HI- iwruiy leel ol water may safely cross 
the barattlK! mouth of Fraser Ri^or, still 
It is duiitfofQUs navigation, and it is tedious 
also. On iho uvuruge, it will take tan days 
from the time a aaiiing veiiAl laavoa the 
ofRng of Victoria harbor bound lo Now 
WMtroinstor, before she will return, 
To this may bo added high pilotage.

sels must have lost at least live hundred 
dollars by tho venture. It is not likojy 
therefore, that such losing transactions will j 
be repeated very often. And what is more, 
they are very poor grounds for New West- 
minster to base its hopes of prosperity on. 

Wc fully expect to see Now Westminster 
a thriving little town. There must in the 
nature of things be a pott at the moutli of 
Frasor river. But should it even become a 
place of note, Victoria will become of much 
greater- imponaiice; Already- the; centrali- 
zation ef capital here, gives us a command- 
in- position over every other place north of 
Sim Francisco. Whilst New Westminster 
has been at a stand still, Victoria has been 
making gigantic strides. So, the idea that 
wo are envious is perfectly preposterous. 
Commercial men and capitalists have con- 
fidence in onr future; and the. rapid growth 
of the town, with the erection of costly brick 
and stone dwelliugs, warehouses and stores 
demonstrates that confidence and the suc- 
cess that crowns it, far better than can 
be done by any after-dinner speleohes for 
our np-rivor nei ghbor. 

A Fugitive Slave Case. 

Shortly alter the Eliza Anderson had 
reached her wharf yesterday afternoon, it 
became noised abroad that a slave, who 
had escaped from one of the towns on the 
Sound, was on .board, and was. being kept 
in close confinement by the officers of the 
boat, with a • view of returning him to his 
owner. ' 

H.'.P< P. Crease, Esq., immediately wait- 
ed upon Chief Justice Cameron, and ap- 
plied for a writ of habeas corpus, which liis 
lordship granted, and made returnable at 10 
o'clock this morning. The writ was handed 
to SherifT Naylor, and that otlicer, accom- 
panied by Sergt. Carey, of the police force, 
went on board the Anderson, and demanded 
the alleged fugitive. Ttie oliicers in charge 
of the boat stale<l that Capt. Fleming being 
on shore, they did not fee^l justiliod in 
taking any steps in the matter. Capt. F. 
soon made his appearance, however, and 
declined delivering the fugitive up until he 
had consulted with Acting Governor MoGill, 
of Washingtoii Territory, who is in town. 

The sheriff then requested that tlio room 
in which the slave wn.s confined might be 
pointed out, which was dune, and .Sergeant 
Carey left to guard the door. Cajit. Fleming 
and Gov. McGill subsequently consulted 
authorities, and arriving at the conclusion 
thai the slave could not bo held, consented 
1,, deliver him un ; nn.l at Coor n',-h)ck, 
.Sherill Naylur again visited the steamer, and 
securing the prisoner, took him to jail. 

The fugitive proves lo be a mulatto boy. 
about 14 years of age, who has been living 
witn Surveyoi-General Tilton, in Washing- 
ton Terrijory,' for the past five years. The 
boy says he was born in Maryland, is a 
slave, and came to the Sound with the Sur- 
veyor-General. He seems to be a bright, 
intelligent Jad, and has received some edu- 
cation. 

The case will be heard in the Supreme 
Court Koom, before Chief Justice Cameron, 
at 10 o'clock this morning.

The same paper states that the mail brought 
by the last steamer was the last which we 
should receive by that route.

Btory of one dollar to the pan; and con- 
-cludes by saying : 

And thus encKs, for the present (untd next 
-winter say the people of Sealtle), the story 
of SI to the pan! It was a " flash m the 
pan," and well for ail that it fizzled so soon. 

The block-house jail at Olympia is empty. 

S. Garfield, formerly raoeiver of money 
for Washington Territory, is Stumping Ore- 
gon for Douglas. , . ^ 

The first Oregon Legislature is in a quan- 
dary. The House met at Salem last week 
:ind elected lieiijamin Harding, Speaker. 
The Senate elected the Hon. Luther Elkins, 
President ; and the Breckenridge Senators 
immediately lefrfor home, thus leaving that 
body without a quorum. It is said that 
those Senators left for fear there would be 
a fusion between the Republicans and soiiie 
of the Douglas men, to elect Col. Nesmith 
and Col. Baker U. S. Senators. 

A correspondent ot the Pioneer and Dtmo- 
crnt says there are 100 emigrant wagons on 
this side of the Blue Mountains, bound into 
Oregon and Wa.shington.

Agrloulture in Japan. 

None of the hilly country of Jai)an ap- 
jiears to l)o cultivated, probably from bein;; 
tievor.d the rciuib of irrigation, — which is 
uii'ivcr.'ally iinictisod. The intervales or bot- 
tom hinds are in constant cultivation, and 
niado to yield two crop.s annually. Tlicgioiit 
staple of tho empire is rice, and is grofl n 
whoroTor the land can be irrigated. Tho 
accessible hills are graded in benches, ate 
))Iaiited with vegetables, and these have to 
depend upon rain for moisture. 

kacli faiiiily has an allutnieiit of land, from 
half an acre to two iieres. Tlic prcparalioii 
of the land i.s mostly by the luiiid. .S.pine- 
tiuics ft single bullock draws a plow, whioli 
is made of wood and pointed with iron. The 
hoe, harrow and other implements, are of 
'A-oi.il. Tim groiinil is worked into a perfect 
(Hilp. .All crops seem to be jdaiiled in drills, 
distaiu'C bi'tweeii about a foot, .nid watered 
with 11 liiiuid manure, collected and iireserv- 
od in eoverijii tanks on the si<les of the road. 
In the region of Sinioda, wheat and barley 
rencli tlieir maturity in April, and are hiir- 
vcited in June. No cotton or sugar cane 
were nutiecd, but vegetables common to our 
climate, including potatoes, corn and fruits, 
were cultivated. 

The mulberry tree is grown in great 
abundance. This is done lor the purpose 
of rearini; silk worms for the manufacture of 
silk labricR and paper. Tins la^^t arlielc! is 
used for i:i it n morable purposes. It is made 
from llie inner bark ot the tree. It is \ery 
strong ami of a silk-like te.vlurc. Tlo' liner 
kinds aie stamped with h'gure.", like mus- 
lins. The coarser sort serve for pocket 
handkerchiefs, and the finer is pasted tijioM 
frames In make li;,dit •-liadiis. Il enters into 
the strocliire of every hoiiso. It is li.vcil to 
large, light, sash-like frames, which e.vlend 
from the ceiling to the floor. These are 
placed in grooves, along which they slide 
upon little eliinawate wheels. In many of 
till! hoini s ihey f.irrn most of tho paititions, 
and [>y teiiiuviii:^ them or repliicing them, 
the apartnie:its may bo enlaiL;('il or dimin- 
ished at pleasure. Wlii'ii n<ed f>r the mii- 
side walls, they answer lor wimlows, and 
the paper is protected from the rain by the 
roofs projecling in the form of a portico. It 
also aris.vLTs the purpose of strings. A 
piei'n of llif thicker soil is cut into narrow 
slip.s, aiiil rolled once or twice hctwi'iMi tlit3 
hands, making a sioiit and stroii:; i.-oid. 

The product:' of the soil, us well as other 
valiiablei, arc kept in storehouses built, of 
a materia i that will withstand fire, and fin- 
ished 'in tlii> iiiitside to a hard sinootli siir- 
fiiec, liko w:ilK mude of pla-ter l';in>. 'I'liey 
are but Olio stmy in hci;;lil, I'Ut lor-r :ind 
commodious ; their size ineraging ahont lifty 
by tvrenty-flvo foot, with a flre-pronf top, 
and tlio vholo covered from tho Avoathcr by 
light YToodon roofs.
